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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicants 
argument that the written description of the invention would enable one in the art to make and use the unillustrated embodiment of the 
device recited in claims 16 and 21. Section 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, states that "the specification shall contain a written description 
of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same, and shall set forth the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention." The requirements of section 35 USC 112, first paragraph, have not 
been met because applicant has failed to clearly and concisely disclose the claimed species, including failing to illustrate the claimed 
species 

For example, it is unclear how the output member (50) is connected to the worm wheel (24). Is the output member fixed to the gear 
wheel by a pin connection, a weld connection, or some other type of undisclosed connection? Further, the written disclosure fails to 
clearly define the axis on which the output member rotates. Another example, it is unclear how the output member would be shaped 
such that the perpendicularly acting detent arrangement can control the movement of a rotatable output member (50). As is 
demonstrated, the written disclosure fails to clearly define the non-illustrated embodiment which applicant defines in claim 16. 

Applicant's representative argues the limitations of claim 16 are illustrated by the non-elected species of Figure 3. This argument does 
not overcome the rejection based on 35 USC 1 12, 1st, because the rejection is directed to the elected species of Figures 1-2. More 
clearly, the written description (page 5, lines 12+) does not clearly describe how output member (50) of the elected species rotates and 
Figures 1-2 fail to clearly illustrate the structural arrangement of output component (50) so as to allow a rotational movement. In the 
event applicant intends to pursue the non-elected species of Figure 3, it is recommended that applicant file a divisional application. 

Accordingly, the claims stand rejected as described in the Final Office Action. 
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
